"Growth is the siipreiiin riddle of 
life, the most rcinarkablc phenomenon 
of nature," said Dr. Mcndol. ills ex- 
tensive Investigations of tho subject 
have been based to a. large estent on 
rats. He has made may tests of diets, 
In association with Professor Osborne, 
also of Yale, .-iiul liaa had many results 
put in the form of graphs, .some of 
which ho showed on the screen These 
Invesl'gatlons have shown that nutri- 
tion can only g've free scopo to the 
tendency to srow.

"Fifty thousand fresh- 
men can't be wrong", s.iys she magiizlne w:;li a srsin. ami ihroiighoiil the 
continent flCty ;!uiu.va:iU frtshmen are now settling down with varying de- 
grees of complacency to work ..ui the tangle of their college destinies. 

"VXniether the implication of the magazine that there is no variation and no 
originality among college .limiors is true or not. we do not intend to discuss. 
It is irue however :h.v. fif.y iluu;?;,!!,! fr.jhmeii are all alike both in their 
greenness and In a large uncer:air.;y as to wh.it the future, immediate and 
distant holds for them. Some will unfortunately, soon fall by the wayside, 
some will obtain a pass degree and engage In various occupations. A few, 
a very few. will be great.
